• Institution and community resources for a victim of sexual misconduct.
• Student organization training procedures and curriculum
• How institutions inform campus community of a threat
• How institutions are addressing off-campus student safety
• Assistance of security personnel
• Description of coordination between institution resources and organizations, including 

campus law enforcement.
